NFORMATION REPORT 


STATEMENT OF MAJOR Wi. E. CARR USMC 
Flying escort CAP at about 8000 feet we turned port to heading 240 
and a large onange bull of light approximatel; eight inches in diameter 
appeared on our starbourd quarter at approximately 4 0' clock and appeared 
to be getting larger and coming at us so I turned hurd starboard and speeded 
up for an intercept. At this time our speed wes approximately 220 knots. 

At this time the light appeared very noar at approximately 2 to 3 thovsand 
feet and ne«rly level a3 we speeded up for it. It appearod to descend and 
draw away rapidly to a distiunce of a few miles at a speed twice as fast as 
ours. The RO called No Joy a few times and after approximately two minutes 
as we were being drawn ansy from our escort CAP area we broke it off. The 
light must have burned 4 total of 5 minutes appearing to descend «nd fade 


away to the north, This object did not rosermble any type of flare of which 
i am familiar with, ‘ 
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On 12 October approximately 2100 hours we hed been on heading of ap- 
proximately 030 at’ 6090 feet at a speed of approxImstely 160 knots ,ust off 
Hungham over the water were making « port turn to approximately 230 during 
turn I noticed a reddish orange ball of 1'ght about 6" in diameter through 
plexiglass as if a plane were fling wing on us in the turn, It was woy 

too bright for wing lights but Jodked close to us coxing from behind at 
about 5 o'clock seemingly same altituds. No beam or flash like 2 ground 
light. Notified pilot. We immediately mde s turn back onto course on 
about 030, J switched to intercept and we chased the light. After ap- 
pooximately 3 to 5 minutes I was unable to pick enything up above of below 
on my gear on either 5 mile or 10 mile range. As we chosed I did not see 

it of course. Finally decided it must ba from greund and wo turned beck 

to 230. As we did I again observed it and it wis far away say 8 to 10 miles 
or more and much smaller say 1/3 size or lesa and was dimrer, Its syeod 

now was approximately twice as fast as ours. It leoked as if close to ground 
approximately 1500 feet yet hill ard shore lina were 5-10 miles awey or more, 
It just appeared like a red ball flosti!ng up there by itself et first, but 
-4t traveled from close behind to far away at spoed quite in excess of 720 
knots. The color appeared reddish orange at ‘rst to bluish red at last. 

It might have been a rocket only it would hava to have been fired from 

above us or over water but there was no flish ef flume like from a rocvat. 

I had observed lookovt lights flashed in the spjreximate aros Before from 
ground and afterwerds in at'ea where the lig!t was lest «bserved. They were 
lower and a white or yellowish light, 
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
